2. Inventions I and II are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that 
they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of 
operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In 
the instant case the different inventions have different steps, different starting materials 
and different products. The Group I inventions require heterologous nucleic acids, 
steps of transformation selection using selective medium, and microparticle 
bombardment procedures for transformation. Group II inventions require different 
starting materials, such as immature embryos, and different steps, such as germinating 
a monocot seed, excising and discarding root and shoot tissue, and produce monocot 
plant tissue. 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, their 
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recognized divergent subject matter, and their requiring different searches, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
